Applicant argues that Casile does not determine if an INAP is requested based on the first part of the pass along message and that 
Williams teaches MSU and its corresponding ISUP message do not comprise a "pass along message". However, Casile teaches INAP 
protocal can be conveyed between the SSP and IP components with TCAP, using SS7 protocol. Williams teaches a type of message 
being sent and details about the call. The message is contained in the mandatory fixed part, a mandatory variable part, and an optional 
part. Thus, the combination of Casile and Williams does teach INAP being conveyed betwwen SSP and IP inside a pass along 
message. Williams is the secondary reference, and it does not have to be bodily incorporated in the primary reference. 
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
